A China-Japanese Bank.

STUDYING ECONOMY IN 

d JAPAN. 

The failure of the Government to place 
Japantso bonds in the. United States has 
thrown it baek.on its own resources, and: it 
appears likely that the breakdown of the 
negotiations wil] prove of benefit to Japan. 
Wo do not believe fora minate that thore 
fa any distrust of Japanese credit in Ameri: 
ea. The failure has rosulted from ‘other 
Teagons over which Japan has no contro]; but, 
persons and countries, even with unlimited | 
eredit and great expectations, do better 
to live within thoir incomes than realiso on 
future progpects. This is apparently what 
tho Japanese Govornment has decided to do 
—for the present, all eventa;. and 
with brightening trade prospects it is . 
to be hoped that the ‘necessity for 
a foreign -loan may bo tided ovor. 
Mr Sone, ‘tho Minister for Finance, 
made a atutement on the 7th inst, to

A Weathorcock Jury. .
